A letter from the mother of nine 
children 
to 
President 
Roosevelt, 
sponsor of large families, begged 
him rather pathetically to use his 
influence with men who outgrew 
their wives, and with children who 
grew up With more respect for their 
fathers than for their mothers. 
She declared that her husband, 
“accustomed to mix with the high­ 
est minds In the country,” re­ 
fused to discuss things with her. 
“Tou wouldn’t understand lf I did 
tell you,” she quoted him as say­ 
ing. 
The older children took the 
sam* attitude. 
They would dis­ 
cuss things with their father but 
lf aha made an attempt to mix in 
the conversation aho received mere 
ly a curt “Oh, Mother, you wouldn’t 
know.” 
They admired their man-of-the- 
world father, at forty-five, but to 
them their mother was merely a 
creature who could keep house 
and make them comfortable, and 
not to be thought of as a mental 
equal. 
To them she had given 
her 
mind, her body, her beauty, her 
life. This was their gratitude. 
In Roosevelt’s memoirs he re­ 
marks: 
“Whenever a man thinks 
that he has outgrown the woman 
who is his mate, he will do well 
carefully to consider whether his 
growth has not been downward in 
stead of upward.” 
Referring to «elfish and ungrate 
ful children he wrote: 
*1 believe 
in unselfishness, but I believe that 
it is also a mistake to let other 
people grow selfish, even when the 
other people are one's children.”

A COMPETITIVE NAVY 


We are in danger of entering a disastrou* naval 
competition by the new naval plans which have 
been embodied in a bill now before Congress. 
The 
plan is to build twenty-five ten thousand ton cruis­ 
ers, thirty-two big submarines, nine big destroyers, 
and five airplane carriers, at a cost of $740.000,000. 
This is the first year of a five-year program, the 
total cost of which is to be $2,500,000,000. 
There is something ominous about these huge ex­ 
penditures, involving as it will an increase of half 
a billion in the cost of the upkeep of our navy, with 
an increase of federal taxes of $200,000,000 a year. 
What is the danger drat calls for such tremendous 
naval expansions? 
Of what nation are we afraid? 
There is only one nation which outranks us to­ 
day in the size of our navy, and that is England. 
And this huge budding program seems to aim at 
nothing short of equalling the size of Britain's navy. 
The breakdown of the conference at Geneva a short 
time ago,—a conference of admirals, by the way, 
and not a conference of statesmen,—in which this 
whole matter of naval disarmament was discussed, 
from which the United States withdrew, seems to 
have given to this sew advance on the part of our 
navy men. 
If the aim of this program is to compete with 
Britain, are we not inviting the calamity that befell 
I Germany in her race for naval supremacy with Great 
Britain lietore the calamity of 1914? Great Britain, 


I with her far-flung possessions and her own insular 


I location, must command the seas, She cannot afford 


I even to have so friendly a power as the United 
; States become a rival for the mastery of die sea, 
for there is no telling when some political expedi­ 
ent in Hie United States may turn this friendship 
into hatred. 
That was just what happened between 
Germany and Great Britain. 
The one result of such a program as is now 
projected is to start a competition between the 
United States and Great Britain. Financially we are 
th* better able to enter upon such a rivalry. 
But 
British statesmanship, which has always been so re­ 
sourceful, has other openings to meet the situation. 
The Ar.glo-Japanese alliance, which was dissolved 
after the era of good feeling brought about by the 
Washington conference, can be easily revived, and 
perhaps will be revived in such a contingency. 
And 
then we shall have against us these two nations on 
the sea; and who knows what others may not join 
I such an alliance. 
Can we forget the foolhardiness 
of Germany, and the world opposition which she 
stirred up? 
The whole situation is fraught with terrific danger. 


I Many in Congress are awake to the menace of the 
situation. 
It behooves the people of the country to 
think, to study, and to protest against a program 
which cannot but lead to strained relations between 
nations which by all the ties of blood and tradition 
should stand together.

Annexation Or Atrophy

Editor: From a purely selfish standpoint I favor 
annexation to Santa Ana of the territory In which 
my property is located. 
I am convinced that such annexation would re­ 
sult 
in harbor and industrial development on a 
larger scale and in a shorter time than would be 
possible were we to fold our hands and 
meekly 
walt on the unaided efforts of Newport 
Beach, 
however confident, enterprising and courageous her 
citizens may be. 
There's a legal limit In the matter of bond issues 
and Newport must wait on new growth before she 
can expect to successfully vote bonds in sufficient 
sum to provide tor commercial shipping on even a 
small scale. 
It is not at all certain, moreover, that Newport 
will concentrate on developing a commercial har­ 
bor even though she may succeed in adding suf­ 
ficiently 
to her population to float 
new major 
bond issues. 
Recent events indicate that Newport’s leaders are 
becoming immersed in the pleasing occupation of 
catering exclusively to devotees of gay water sports. 
That I would deprecate the blithe gyrations of 
happy water hugs—perish the thought! 
But the 
stubborn fact must be faced that as recreational 
interests become entrenched along the shores of 
the hay these interests will exert increasing oppo­ 
sition to any nearby extensive commercial devel­ 
opments. Within a very few years more, at pres­ 
ent rate of growth, the pleasure Interests will have 
preempted practically all the private frontage on the 
lower bay. Where then cai^ we look for industrial 
sites? 
If I am mentally part and parcel of the laboring 
landsmen of this mesa our community will not hitch 
its punt to any craft showing its wake to the goal 
of a commercial harbor development. 
With annexation to Santa Ana I would feel cer­ 
tain that the vision of a commercial harbor with 
Its attendant industrial development around the 
upper bay would not be permitted to fade away 
into the offing for the easier and cheaper substi­ 
tute of a mere water playground. 
I favor development of a commercial seaport be­ 
cause I am of opinion that marine commerce would 
result in ten dollars* worth of benefits to the people 
of this county for every thirty cents* worth of good 
resulting from 
an exclusive recreational water 
haven. 
Those who are waiting for this 
community 
to 
progress rather than vegetate and stagnate should 
make definite and effective gestures toward har­ 
bor building, for today the harbor is our beet and 
greatest opportunity. With faith, energy and deter­ 
mination we can build It.

LET IT BE ADEQUATE 


The Senate has just agreed at Washington to the 
House hill, adding a hundred million dollars to 'Se 
one hundred and fifty million voted last December, 
for the construction of public buildings. There is a 
p eat deal of money that is practically thrown away 
in die construction of public buildings by the United 
States government 
In some rapidly growing cities, 
the amount p<oportioned for a federal building is 
entirely inadequate to meet the present needs and 
when it comes to the future, the amount sometimes 
is almost ridiculous. 
Here in Santa Ana there has been two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars apportioned for a federal 
building. 
If this were to be placed entirely in the 
construction of the building and the land was 
already had, by the city, it might put up a building 
that would reasonably house the present needs of 
the federal government. 
But in die light of the 
fact that a portion of this money must go, unless 
different arrangements are made. to the purchase 
of land and considering die rapid growth of Santa 
Ana, the possibilities of the future, it seems to us 
that tho amount is extremely small. 
It should be 
larger or else we should get together and provide a 
building site so that die federal building could be 
I adequate for some years to come. 
I 
If in the future, a harbor should be within the 
I political confines of Santa Ana. we would have a 
I custom house added to what we now have and it 
I is entirely possible, besides our representative of the 
I internal revenue department, to have 
a deputy 
I United States District Attorney, and other officials 
I for this county, and the Post Office with its growth 
I will require much of such a building. 
I f In our anxiety to get a federal building, we 
I should not be so impatient as to be content with 
I less A tli die city deserves and needs.
